The Temps, however, does not be- 
lieve the complaint is well founded except 
in regard to the powers of the mayors, which 
the Temps itself dislikes. It says:

solution of the religious problem. The law 
is censured. Will the bishops decide that 
it can be tolerated?. They must tell the vat- 
loan 0, since the vatican takes no initiative. 
| True, their opinions hitherto have been so 
little observed that perhaps they will not be 
tempted to give another.” 


Noble but Impracticable. 

The Journal des Debats thinks the ency- 
clical leaves little latitude to the bishops’ as- 
sembly. That paper pays a high tribute to 
the pope’s attitude, which, it says, is not af- 
fected by hostility toward France or by any 
human prejudices, but is due solely to the 
authority which belongs to a sovereign of 
conscience, giving him inflexibility and com- 
manding the respect of those even taking 
the simple human point of view. Unfortu- 
nately the august disdain of contingencies, 
however admirable it may be morally, falls 
‘to facilitate the work of those trying to safe- 
guard religion, religious peace, and liberty 
of conscience in France. 

The Figaro considers the document incom- 
plete, and foresees the publication of an- 
other giving directions for the organization 
of worship.

Text of the Encyclical.

ideas. The French Catholics must be pre- 


pared for all sorts of trials, but they were 
certain of final victory. Thie meant the 
maintenance of their union with the holy. see, 
which was of the greatest importance, as 
shown by the efforts of the enemies of the 
church to dissolve this union. 

Contrary to the statements made on the 
subject, the church did not desire a religious 
war involving violent persecutions. Being 
a messenger of peace and carrying out her 
mission loyally the church did not willingly 
expose herself to war and persecutions, as 
2 did not desire to see her children suffer- 


9 the ecclesiastical properties, the 
encyclical . said the pope had not abam 
doned them. The French government had 
imposed on the Catholics of France an or- 
ganization which the church was absolutely 
unable to accept without imperiling her - 
istence as a divine institution. The church 
could not prevent the unjust spoliation in 
progress. As for thé proposed cultural as- 
gociations,‘they are contrary to the ecciesias- 
tical hierarchy given to the church by the 


divine founder himeelf, and the pope con- 


demned them in spite of the material injuries 

involved at the hands of the government.

Ex-Jockey.and Hack Driver Goes 
to United States Senate. 


SEVEN TERMS IN CONGRESS. 


“Patal Lane Succession“ in 
Fourth Ballot at Topeka. 


Topeka, Kan., Jan. 11.—[Special. Charles 
Curtis, who. began life as a horse joc- 
key, then drove a hack for a Uivelihood, 
educated himself for the bar, became coun- 
ty attorney; then congreseman, will be the 
new United States senator from Kansas. 

The republican legislative ceeucus ga 
him the nomination tonight and the We te 
dictum is equivalent to election. 

Thus Curtis steps. into line of the “ fatal 
Lane succession.” He takes the seat tem- 
porarily ocdupied by Benson after it had 
been vacated by Burton, when the latter was 
forced to resign his seat in the United States 
senate in order to begin a term of impris- 
onment in the federal penitentiary. 


Curtis Accused by W. A. White. 
William Alien White, the pugnacious editor 
of the Emporia Gazette, will learn of the 
triumph of Curtis with a pang of regret. Be- 
tween White and Curtis there has long ex- 
isted a bitter political feud. White has ac- 
cused Curtis of being identified with railroad 
and corporation interests, and has fought 
him accordingly. ; 
And yet Curtis has thrived politically in 
epite of all opposition. He ie now serving 

his seventh consecutive term in congress. 


Wins on Fourth Ballot. 

The nomination was made on the fourth 
ballot. Curtis started in on the first ballot 
with thirty-four votes, or one more than 
half of the number needed to nominate. The 
necessary sixty-six votes came on the fourth 
ballot. After the leaders of the other forces 
saw that Curtis had within a few votes of 
enough to win they then permitted their 
voters to get into the band wagon. 

There was a demonstration against Curtis 
from the gallery during the roll call on the 
third ballot. Representative Leland, who 
has fought Curtis for fourteen years, 
changed hie vote on this ballot from Con- 
gressman Campbell to Curtis, This change 
was followed by hisses from the spectators, 
Leland, turning to the gallery, shook his fist: 
angrily and shouted: 

It ie only snakes that hiss.” 

The spectators did not cease their demon- 
stration until the sergeant at arms went into 
the gallery and threatened to clear it. 

The other. candidates for the nomination 
were Senator A. W. Benson, W. R. Stubbs, 
J. L. Bristow, J. W. Bailey, James F. Getty, 
and Congreseman Victor Murdock and Philip 
P. Campbell. After the nomination had been 
made for the long term beginning next March 
Mr. Curtis was also nominated for the short 
term, beginning Jan. 22, the day of election. 


Curtis a Kansas Product. 


Curtis is a Kansas product. He was born 
in Topeka on Jan. . 1860, and haz a strong 
strain of Indien blood im his veins. His only 
school education he received in Topeka. He 
earned his first money riding racehorses at 
county fairs and later as a h&ck driver in 
Topeka. 

But while he was driving a hack in the 
daytime Curtis wae studying law by night, 
and it was thus that he fitted himeelf for 
admission to the bar in 1881. Three years 
later, in 1884, he was elected county attor- 
ney on the republican azti-proliibition (or 
resubmission) ticket. 

But although elected on a resubmission 
ticket Curtis enforced the law. He found 
eighty-five saloons in operation in Topeka 
contrary to law. He closed every one of 
ee ee ee 


1 


as long as he was county attorney four 


years. 

His predecessor left him a legacy of indict- 
ments against 100 saloonkeepers and gam- 
blers. He prosecuted and convicted every 
one of the 100. During his four years’ term 
as county attorney he lost but five criminal 
cases. He ne ver lost a whisky case, 

In 1890 Curtis aspired to congress, but was 
defeated in the convention by D. C. Metsker, 
through the treachery of a pledged delegate. 
He denounced the traitor on the floor of the 
convention, but pledged bis support to the 

Mee. 
Triumphs Over Political Odds. 

Two year later Curtis was nominated by 
the republicans in the then old First district. 
The district was a populist stronghold by 
fully 4,000 majority. Curtis overturned the 
odds and was elected by a plurality of 2,000. 
Since then he has never been defeated. 

Curtis’ career in congress has been that 
of a hard working man, loyal to his state and 
his district. He is particularly well posted on 
Indian Territory matters. It was on his mo- 
tion that the name, Haskell institute, was 
conferred on what had been previously known 
as the Indian school at Lawrence. 


Defeats\Pony Steal. 

When the Sioux Indian pony steal was up 
to the Fifty-third congress Curtis defeated 
it. The measure would have cost the gov- 
ernment $150,000. He opposed the measure 
to continue the United States courts for the 
trial of criminel cases at Fort Smith, Ark. 
and Paris, Tex., which had been unanimous- 
ly reported from the judiciary committee. 
Single banded and alone be beat the game 
and saved the government 6200, 000 a year. 

Curtis secured the amendment to the law 
which allowed the soldiers at the Leaven- 
worth home to vote. This méasure was op- 
posed by both the senators from Kansas. 
On his motion the claim of the Chickasaws 
and Choctaws for Wichita reservation lands 
just opened to settlement was referred to the 
Court of Claims. The case was settled as 
Mr. Curtis predicted and there was saved to 
the government $1.25 per acre on 2,600,000 
acres of land. He is also the author of the 
Curtis bill, which will settle many vexed 
questiona in the Indian territory.

Percy C. Hiklin, 608 West Lake street; and 
Wheeler J. Brown, 204 Park avenue, alleged 
college graduates and one of them possessed 
of a regular income and heir to a comfortable 
fortutie in England. are locked up at the 
Town Hall station charged with burglary 
of photographic lenses and clothing valued 
at more than $4,000 

Mrs, Ella Church, 388 Ohio street, said to 
be the wife of Erickson, is detained at Haat 
Chicago avenue station charged with having 
stolen property in her possession. The three 
men and the woman Were captured yesterday 
after a search beginning early in last Oc- 
tober. 

Erickson, 80 years old, thought to be the 
leader of the trio, ie said to be the son of 
a business man of. Evanston and attended 
Northwestern university. Hiklin is an Eng- 
lishman, 26 years old, and said to be a Cam- 
bridge man. He is said to have beer involved 
in some scandal at home, and his family 
sent him to the United Staten 

The operations of the trio were first brought 
to the attention of the police last October, 
when John A. Schreurs, a photographer at 
128T West Ravenswood avenue, reported the 
loss of lenses valued at $400. 

No other robberies were reported until late 
in November, when there followed in quick 
succession the robberies of Frank O. Ander- 
son's tailor shop at 1928 Evanston avenue 
of clothing valued at $400 and the photograph 
establishment of G. U. Garing, 1720 North 
Clark street, where lenses were stolen valued 
at $800. The lenses were recovered in down-

Pupils See a Classmate’s Skull 
Crushed on a Concrete Floor. 


SKIRT CATCHES ON SHAFT. 


} Coroner td. Probe Accident Which 


Ended Mabel Calvert’s Life. 


A coroner’s inquest this morhing probably 
will ascertain whether negligence at the 
Calhoun school was in any sense responsible 
for the terrible death of a 16 year old school- 
girl in the presence of her classmates yes- 


terday. : 

While Principal Frank W. Darling was 
showing to a class in physiology the school 
ventilating plant in the basement the skirts 
of Mabel Calvert caught on a revolving 
power shaft connected with the large fan. 
Almost before she realised what had hap- 
pened the girl was whirled through the air 
and thrown violently against the concrete 
floor. Her skull was fractured, and she died 
almost instantaneously. 

The girls and boys who witnessed the acci- 
dent rushed from the dimly lighted corridor 
into the manual training department and 


‘were directed upstairs before they learned 


the extent of their classmate’s injuries. 
„% We realize that Principal Darling is 


‘heartbroken over the affair, but there must 


have been carelessness on some one’s part,“ 
said the grief stricken mother at the family 
residence, 14 Gross terrace. The pupile 
should not have been permitted to go so near 
the machinery.“ 


Pupils in Teachers’ Charge. 

Mabel was a pupil of the eighth grade, 
Principal Darling is the instructor in physi- 
ology. In teaching how houses and public 
buildings should be ventilated to insure 
health, the teacher deecribed the ventilating 
system of the school building. Some of the 
pupils begged to be permitted to see the 
“big fan,“ and the temperature shutoffs ” 
in the basement, and the principal consented. 

Ordinarily there is a strict rule against any 
pupils entering the ventilating plant. As a 
precaution against accident, the class of 
thirty-six pupils was divided into four shifts, 
Three divisions had been shown through 
the long dark ventilating plant, accompanied 
by Principal Darling, who carried a lantern. 
A few minutes after the fourth division, of 
which Mabel was a member, entered, the 
accident occured. The eighth grade teacher, 
Miss Steadman, and the manual training in- 
structor, C. E. Cummings, alao wete pres 


Caution Given by Principal. 

“Principal Darling was particularily cau- 
tious and warned the children before enter- 
ing to obey orders, said Prot. Cummings. 
“Mabel was standing near the revolving 
Shaft which connects with the grindstone 
fi the manual training room When Miss 
Steadman closed the door the air currents 

uddenly changed, tending to raise the girl's 

rte. Madel stooped forward to lower her 
skirt and probably unconsciously stepped 
backwards against the revolving shaft, which 
caught the Gress, and in an instant huried 
Ber to the floor.“ 

In less than five minutes after the acct- 
dent Dr. Robert G. McCarthy, 1200 Jackson 
boulevard, directiy across the street from the 
schoolhouse, arrived and pronounced the girl 


dead. 
Father Overcome with Grief. 

Principal During bore the message to the 
father, James Calvert, who was found at 
his coal and wood yard, 159 Colorado avenue. 
Mr. Calvert hastened to the schoolhouse and 
was overcome with grief at the sight of the 
crushed and bleeding body of his daughter. 

An older brother of the dead girl, Walter, 
was killed six years ago while visiting his 
grandfather, near Waukon, la. A wagon- 
load of wood ran over him. A sister, Jessie, 
teaches school in Walnut Grove, Minn.

. Earlier Signs of Obstruction. 

The eartier traction developments of the 
day indicated a growing purpose on the part 
of the Dunne crowd to place obstructions in 
the way of settlement through the license 
ordinances, but they did not suggest that 
the whole matter was to be thrown over, if 
possible, by an entirely new I. M. O. project. 

It was in the morning when the mayor made 
the preliminary move to block everything, 
Before the transportation committee he 
sought to have passed an amendment !/mit- 
ing to $25,000,000 the amount to be expended 
on rehabilitation. This is just half the 
amount now prescribed in the ordinance. 

As the aldermen then pointed out, the 
mayor, in order to further the theories of 
the radicals who now have his ear, would 
bar 50 per cent of the proposed improvement 
of the service, an improvement which is the 
prime hope and wish of every human being in 
Chicago, with the exception of the Haiey- 
Post-Roebins type of agitators. 


Would Mean Patchwork System. 


That proposal by the mayor meant 
that the companies would perhaps not have 
enough money for power houses. It would 
mean fewer new cars by half, insufficient new 
rails, no money for extensions. In short, the 
street car system and its rolling stock would 
remain practically in its present demoralized 
and dilapidated condition. A “ patchwork 
system, with the city’s hands tied down,” 
Was the way one of the experts described it. 

was at once announced that, should this 

1 go through, Thomas E. Mitten, president 
of the Chicago City railway, who is expeoted 
to be general manager of the unified system, 
would have nothing further to do with the 
traction situation in Chicago. 

Bion J. Arnold agrees with Mr. Mitten 
that $25,000,000 would be miserably made- 
quate to rehabilitate the lines, and the city 
cannot count on his services as chief of the 
board of if the rehabilitation fund 
is limited according to the mayor's views.

Position of the Mayor. 


“TY believe,”” sald Mayor Dunne, bringing 
up the matter of rehabilitation, that pro- 
vision should be made in the ordinance to 
Umit the rehabilitation of the lines to $25,- 
000,000 until a supplementary ordinance can 
be passed increasing the total issue of Muel- 
ler certificates to $100,000,000. The com- 
panies can't spend more than 3528,00, 000 in 
two years.

Thie would stop the ability of the trac- 
tiom companies to obtain money for the im- 
provements,” said Attorney Fisher, after 
the meeting was over. The companies 
would always have the excuse, when poor 
service was the subject of complaint, that 
they were limited in their rehabilitation pow- 
ers. The voters might disapprove of the 
supplemental issue.“ 

Mr. Mitten said that if anything went into 
the ordinances making it necessary for his 
company to go into politics, he would hand 
in his resignation. 

„I stand for the highest type of efficient 
service and that meane cars and equip- 
ment,“ he said. This limitation would leave 
the Chicago City railway company but $10,- 
000,000 for power houses, cars, tracks, and 
other equipment. We could not make con- 
tracts in advance, for we would not have 
the money.“ 

Views of the Aldermen. 


Members of the transportation committee, 
not yet having learned of the I. M. O. coup, 
expressed themselves on this daytime project 
of the mayor’s as follows: 

Ald. Foreman—I am not interested in any- 
thing but rehabilitation. The public wants 
immediate results in good service, no matter 
what it costs: 


and we will have continued poor service. 

Ald. Young—I am opposed to any limitation 
of the amount we are to spend for better 
service. There is nothing certain about any 
supplemental ordinance authorizing more 
Mueller certificates. I think it unlikely that 
such an ordinance would be passed. 

Ald. Dougherty—All service provisions 
would fail if we made any limitation in the 
money to be spent. I shall oppose it. 

Ald. Werno—I am not ready just now to 
limit the money to be expended in rehabilita- 
tion. 

Folly to Delay Rehabilitation. 

Ald. Foell—It is folly to hold back rehabil- 
itation to let the city catch up with the fund 
for purchasing the properties. The pople 
want good service primarily. 

Ald. Bradley—No limitation. The public 
wants first class lines in every particular. 

Ald. Dever—I agree with Mayor Dunne. 
Otherwise how can we purchase the proper- 
tles under the ordinance.

Title to Union Traction Lines. 


Another amended section of the special 
conditions provides: .

Miss Haley’s Objection. 

Miss Haley was heard from at the close of 
the afternoon session of the committee. She 
said the 20 per cent bonus to be paid by a 
licensee of the city to the traction companies 
in the event of its acquiring the properties 
unconditionally would operate against any 
licensee company that wished to enter Chi- 
cago with a proposal to reduce the fares to 
8 or 4 cents. 

We have been told,“ said the deputy as- 
sistant mayor earnestly, that this pro- 
vision has been made to protect the com- 
panies from any other corporation that may 
wish to become a competitor by offering bet- 
ter terms to the city—from E. H. Harriman, 
for instance.

New proof of disapproval by the working 
people of Chicago of the course mapped out 
by. Mayor Dunne on the traction question 
wes obtained yesterday when almost 6,000 
people in widely seperated parts of the city 
cast their ballote in Tus Trisunn’s trac- 
tion referendum. 

Up to midnight, with the day’s 3 far 
from finished, 4,680 votes for immediate met- 
tlement of the traction question had been 
recorded since the returns started coming 
into Tun Trisune office in the afternoon. 
Only 1,147 persone had gone om record in 
favor of a referendum. 

By a ratio of considerably more than 4 
to 1, the cosmopolitan vote of the day regis- 
tered disapproval of delay. Taken in to- 
tals, the referendum, for the eight days it 
has been in operation, showed a ratio of 
more than 5 to 1 favoring immediate set- 
tlement. f 

Of the votes that came in yesterday by far 
the greater number were cast at the great 
mail order concern of Sears, Roebuck & Co. 
A heavy vote apparently warmly favoring 
immediate settlement came from the Deering 
plant of the International Harvester com- 
pany, but owing to the lateness of its arrival 
the figures on the vote of the harvester men 
will not be footed up until today. 

The details of the carefully taken vote of 
the Sears-Roebuck plant, as certified to by 
the company in a formal statement, shows 
that while 4,801 votes were cast only 937 of 
them were in support of the policy of Mayor 
Dunne. The other 3,864 employés voted to 
settle the vexing problem at once. Hundreds 
of them gave peppery reasons why.

Immediately after the meeting the 
anti-federationists made the charge that the 
Dunne appointees are trying to render the 
Daves rule a menace to the schools by mak- 
ing it so objectionable that it could not be 
enforced. — 


Rule That Makes Telltales,“ 


The amendment requires Supt. Cooley to 
make known to the school management com- 
mittee at once every interview or conversa- 
tion had with him or with any district. su- 
perintendent or school principal regarding 
the a „transfer, or promotion of a 
school teacher, whether or not the teacher 

appointment, tranefer, or pro- 
motion sought. 

The Dawes anti-pull rule requires the su- 
perintendent to forward to the committee 
at the time an appointment is made all com- 
munciations had im regard to it. Under this 
plan reports are made to the committee only 
in those cases where appointments have 
been made to enable the committee to see 
that “pull” did not influence the appoint- 


Mrs. Blaine objected to the adoption of the 
Sonsteby amendment on the ground that it 
would Hamper the entire supervising force.

All this matter was 
thrashed out five years ago when the Dawes 
rule was adopted and at that time it was 
held to he unwise to miake reports except as 
appointments are made.

ELECTRIC SHOW THREATENED. 


Strikers May Delay Installation of Ex- 
hibits at the Coliseum by Order 
of Business Agent. 


Labor troubles threaten the national elec- 
trical exhibition, which is scheduled to open 
next Monday at the Coliseum. The elec- 
tricilans are awaiting orders to strike as a 
result of the attempt ofthe Western Electric 
company yesterday to aid the Chicago Tele- 
phone company, which has had a strike on its 
hands for nearly. a month. 

The Western Electric employés were or- 
dered out in the morning when they started 
to inetall telephone appliances at the new 
Kedzie and Edgewater exchanges, and Busi- 
nese Agent Michael Boyle of the electrical 
workers’. union refused to allow them to 
proceed with the wiring of the Western Elec- 
tric exhibit at the Coliseum. 

It is expected the company will put non- 
union men to work in the big hall today. An 
immediate result, according to the union 
officials, will be a strike of all electricians 
now employed in the installation of exhibits. 

‘Nearly $5,000 worth of electrical work must 
be completed before the exhibition opens, and 
only two more days remain in which to finish 
the task.

BERLIN, Jan. 11.— The most telling elec- 
tion speech on the governmental side and 
one having more than merely a campaign 
interest, was delivered tonight by Herr 
Dornberg, director of the colonial office, at 
the annual meeting of the German cham- 
bers of commerce. 

Herr Dornberg's speech was a stirring plea 
for the retention and development of Ger- 
many’s colonies. He declared that unless 
they were retained and developed into mar- 
kets for German manufacturers the father- 
land’s greatly needed export trade would be 
within measurable distance of annihilation. 


America Gives Greatest Fear. 

Great Britain, he said, was gradually 
monopolizing the trade of the British colonies 
and the United States, steadily appropriating 
the markets cf South America and Japan, 
must -inevitabiy dominate the markets of 
the east. Such movements compelled 
Germany to look to her own colonies for 
that market which is necessary to keep the 
nation’s industrial Hfeblood from ebbing 
away. 

In pressing home his arguments, Herr 
Dornberg eonstanthy cited American exam- 
plea, dwelling upon the foremost place occu- 
pied by tha United States steel and coal in- 
dustries, and how Americans had captured 
German electric industries in Brazil and how 
America’s trade in China had Increased six- 
fold while Germany's trade in that country 
was decreasing. 


World Rapidly Becoming English? 

He quoted Sir Charles Dilke's dictum that 
the world rapidly is becoming English, point- 
ing out that while in the middle of the ei¢h- 
teenth century there were only 9,000,000 Eng- 
lish speaking people against 20,000,000 Ger- 
man, there now are 120,000,000 of the former 
against 70,000,000 of the latter. 

He concluded by declaring the German colo- 
nial policy means nothing more or less than 
a question of the future—the national labor 
question. of bread for the many millions of 
industrial workers and the question of the 
employment of domestic capital in trade, 
industry, and navigation.

few ever venture into its secret and’ hidden 
places.” 

Mr. James, however, is so far from dread- 
ing that a good portion of his life is spent 
in wandering its trails and penetreting its 
secret and hidden places.“ He has the abil- 
ity te do more than appreciate ite pictur- 
esqueness. He is a trained observer and 
his reports habe value to the prospective 
settler or prospector. He is clear about 


his topogrephical nomenclature, and his two 


copious volumes might well serve as guide 
books for persons desirous of following the 
particular trails which he describes. 
Wihat strikes the reader particularly is the 
variety of information which he offers. He 
is not writing for the specialist but for everyr 
body. What he has undertaken to do—and
